of Kankakee are cousins, as is Mrs. George 
W. Griffiths, 8068 Lake avenue, Chicago. The 
aviator was born in Manteno, Kankakee 
county, about forty years ago. His father 
was a baker, and the three sons followed in 
thig business. 

When. they failed an uncle, after whom 
John hed been named, furnished the money 
to send them to California. Dreams of riches 
did not-come true in the west, and the Mois- 
sant boys left for Central America, locating 
in San Salvador. The next few years were 
exciting ones. One of the periodical revolu- 
tions was on. and the Moissants became own- 
ers of banking concessions, which in a short 
time made them among the prosperous for- 
eigners. They located at San Sanote. 

Goes on Mission for Zelaya,

After invading Salvador as far as Son- 
sonate, Molssant's followers became qis cour- 
aged and insisted upon returning. 

The Sa!vadorean army of several thousand 
was ready to crush them, but Moissant, it is 
ald, did not turn back until his men had 
looted the town, including a bank. 

George Moissant visited Kankakee in the 
summer of 1900 and dazzled his relatives with 
his display of wealth and stories of adven- 
ture. John found life dull in Central Amer- 

tea aftér the revolutions stopped. and bis 
— while in Kankakee said he had gone 
to Paris to get the ideas of experts there 
about flying. machines.

PARIS, Aug. 18. Miss Elizabeth Haworth, 
or Harworth, who tecently was released after 
ghe had been in prison for three weeks or 
more and whose ill treatment at the hands of 
the authorities caused much public sym- 
pathy here, was arrested again today. Mizs 
Haworth ie a young American vaudeville 
actress and has done a minor part in Peter 
Pan in the United States 

New charges have been brought against 
her by a boarding house keeper, Mme. Bou- 
cher, who alleges Miss Haworth obtained 
$300 worth of goods under false pretenses. 
Mme. Boucher claims she advarmei credit 
to Mise Haworth: when the latte sold her 
that she had inhefited $20,000. 

This case antedates the affair tn which 
Miss Haworth recently figured and in which 
she was known as Rose Lemoine. On Aug. 
1 Miss Haworth was released from prison 
after she had been confined for three weeks 
on a charge made by a French broker. The 
broker alleged that, Mies Haworth obtained 
goods by fraud atid had them sent to her 
hotel under his name. Miss Maworth denied 
the charge, saying the broker requested ber 
to use his name to avoid scandal. Subse- 
quently the broker disappeared and Miss 
Haworth was released. 

A Patis newspaper took up her case and 
sharply arraigned: the authorities for taking 
no action to expedite her release. The Petit 
Journal, in telling of the ill treatment Miss 
Haworth was obliged to undergo, asserted 
that a change of clothing and the privilege of 
a bath were wee her while she was in 


prison.

SERS BOND MARKR? TURNING 


Wall Street Journal Intimates 
Decline Is Nearing End.

New York, Aug. 18.—Behavior of the bond 
market thus far in the current year suggests 
in several ways that we may be nearing the 
end of a long decline in bond prices which 
began more than a decade ago, says the Wall 
Street Journal.
